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The Station to Nowhere 

Anaheim’s new ARTIC transportation center comes with a fancy building, 
a $188 million price tag—and the long reach of Curt Pringle

O h, how Anaheim tried to wow 
the rest of Southern California 
on Dec. 13, as it showcased its 
new Anaheim Regional Trans¬ 
portation Intermodal Center (ARTIC) to 
the public. You know the spot: that gleam¬ 
ing building off the 57 freeway sandwiched 
between the Honda Center and Angels 
Stadium that resembles an abalone shell 
during the day and a neon half-armadillo 
at night. It has already joined the Crystal 
Cathedral and Newport Coast’s arches as 
ostentatious metaphors for the Orange 
County way—and it’s the greatest boon¬ 
doggle to hit us since the Great Park. 

But the fun! The grand debut featured 
food trucks, sponsor booths, fire trucks and 
dignitaries. Guides took the curious around 
the three-story structure as if it were the 
Los Angeles County Museum of Art; flat- 
screen televisions looped videos explaining 
all of the architectural doodads. A massive 
model-scale train set choo-chooed in the 
lobby, within eyesight of the ticket booths 
for the Amtrak, Metrolink and Orange 
County Transportation Authority (OCTA) 
buses that will now use ARTIC as one of 
their key bases. People rushed up the steps, 
lingering on the crossway that connected 
the main area to the tracks to catch beauti¬ 
ful views of the Santa Ana River and the 
Anaheim skyline. 

A rock & roll band started the festivities 
with “California Sun,” jamming through 
the paean to the Golden State as volunteers 
ran around to make sure everything was 
fine. And almost everything was. Sure, an 
escalator didn’t work. None of the res¬ 
taurants that Anaheim is counting on to 
make ARTIC a cultural destination were 
open—not for the next three months, at 
the earliest. Offices had blinds on the floor; 
tools were stuffed inside the elevators that 
weren’t working. But, hey, there was a Bit- 
coin ATM! And that shell! And in a corner, 
kids could watch The Polar Express'. 

The only thing missing? Actual com¬ 
muters—the ostensible reason for this $188 
million dream funded by federal, state 
and Measure M funds. The ticket booths 
for rail and bus travel were so slow tellers 
either gathered to gossip or stretched their 
arms behind their heads. Waiting for the 
Pacific Surfliner to take him to Union Sta¬ 
tion in Los Angeles, 42-year-old Donald 
Stone said ARTIC “was really impressive, 
really nice. 

“But look around,” Stone said, point¬ 
ing to the few commuters around him. 
“No one’s here. Really big deal for very 
few people.” 

Critics have trashed the station’s rosy 
projections—10,000 passengers per day 


upon opening—as unrealistic. They’ve also 
noted that Orange County is already well- 
served by other, smaller stations, including 
a charming one in Anaheim just 1,000 feet 
away from ARTIC that shut down last 
week, made redundant by its bigger sister. 
But as with 19th-century boosters willing 
to have their town invaded by robber bar¬ 
ons if that meant a railroad went through 
it, Anaheim doesn’t care about reality. 
They’re hitching ARTIC to two other proj¬ 
ects already proving headaches to taxpay¬ 
ers that might never get built: California’s 
high-speed railroad and a streetcar that 
would connect the station to the city’s 
resort area. 

And to make all of this happen, Anaheim 
has had to follow the dark lord of Orange 
County politics: former mayor Curt Prin¬ 
gle, whose long reach has guided ARTIC 
almost from the start. 

Although Anaheim has tried to make 
itself a transportation hub long before 
Pringle assumed de jure power of the city 
in 2002, it was he who made it happen. 

The longtime lobbyist pushed for the 
project while simultaneously heading the 
city, representing it on the OCTA board 
of trustees and serving as chairman of 
the California High-Speed Rail Authority 
(CHSRA)—a hat trick decried by good- 
government watchers but shrugged off by 
the state attorney general’s office, which 
found nothing wrong. The high-speed rail 
concept, of course, is a pork project of epic 
proportions rammed down California’s 
throat (or up its tochis, conversely) by a 
bizarre coalition of Democrats (includ¬ 
ing Tom Umberg, who beat Pringle for a 
state assembly seat way back in 1990 and 


replaced his former enemy as CHSRA 
chairman) and ostensible small-govern¬ 
ment conservatives. 

By pushing for ARTIC, both while 
mayor and not, Pringle not only gave a 
destination high-speed rail advocates could 
cite as reason to continue, but he also could 
use the coming rail to justify ARTIC’s rea¬ 
son to be built—the cart and the horse pull¬ 
ing each other at the same time. Or, better 
yet, a callback to the Octopus, the mythical 
manifestation of California’s Big Four rail¬ 
road tycoons that ruled California during 
the mid-1800s. 

Pringle left all three positions once he 
was termed out. But he retains his de facto 
leadership of Anaheim transit with a lucra¬ 
tive consulting contract for the Anaheim 
Transportation Network (ATN), an agency 
composed of business interests tasked with 
providing public transit for the city’s resort 
area and on whose board sits a client of 
Pringle & Associates, the dark lord’s lobby¬ 
ing firm. They gifted him with $157,084 in 
2012, according to ATN’s 2012 990 filing, 
for “government relations”; a $92,900 con¬ 
tract in 2013 to consult on an OCTA grant; 
and a three-year contract that started that 
same year to provide “policy development, 
government advocacy efforts, and commu¬ 
nications and media relations.” 

Former and current ATN trustees have 
pushed for ARTIC for years, and it’s they 
who have also championed a streetcar, 
officially called Anaheim Rapid Connect 
(ARC). The current path would snake from 
ARTIC through the planned Platinum 
Triangle project (another Pringle darling) 
through the ever-empty Anaheim Gar- 
denWalk (praised by Pringle during his 


mayoral years), the front of the Disneyland 
Resort (Pringle pals) and to the Anaheim 
Convention Center. 

The Anaheim City Council approved 
ARC in 2012; ground is expected to break 
on it in 2017. And if that happens, the 
streetcar becomes another tool to justify 
ARTIC. The argument goes that ARTIC’s 
existence will draw more tourists to 
Anaheim, and that justifies a streetcar— 
a solution in search of a problem that 
never existed. And while proponents 
insist everyone in the city will benefit, it’s 
apparent who the true beneficiary will 
be: Disneyland. Indeed, a Disneyland cast 
member was dressed as a train conduc¬ 
tor during ARTIC’s opening, handing out 
Mickey Mouse ears-shaped snacks to the 
masses—a ghost from Christmas future 
or something. 

But no one cared about this tangled web 
on opening day, even if reality is already 
rearing its inconvenient head. ARTIC has 
yet to fill up with tenants, and Anaheim 
hasn’t secured naming rights—essential to 
not incurring an immediate deficit, a hole 
that taxpayers would have to fill. But then 
again, creating revenue for city coffers was 
never the priority for ARTIC fans, and a 
quote by just-voted-out councilwoman— 
and Pringle ally—Gail Eastman in the 
Orange County Register last month is telling. 

“I’m expecting our staff to come up 
with a way to pay the bill,” Eastman told 
reporter Art Marroquin. “Our first priority 
was getting the building done and getting 
the concession leases signed.” 

No, the first priority was to make Pringle 
happy. And he definitely is.

S ONY ASSUMED NORTH KOREA WOULD HATE THE MOVIE. The question was: 

What would it do? Pyongyang had just tested its atom bomb and threat¬ 
ened “pre-emptive nuclear attack.” And the Supreme Leader with his 
finger on the trigger was barely older than 30, with less than two years 
of experience. 

But Kim Jong-un didn’t care about Olympus Has Fallen, even though 
the violently anti-North Korean 2013 film showed his people strangling 
women, murderingunarmed men, kidnapping the U.S. president 
and even executing their fellow citizens. That wasn’t 
worth a fight. 

A year later, North Korea had a bigger enemy: Seth Rogen. 

In the new film The Interview, which Rogen 
directed with longtime writing partner Evan 
Goldberg, he plays trash-TV producer Aaron, 
who has become bored with pop-culture 
gossip. Then he and his bimbo host, Dave 
Skylark (James Franco), score an inter¬ 
view with Kim Jong-un (Randall Park). 

There’s a catch and a twist: First, a 
CIA agent (Lizzy Capian) commands 
Aaron and Dave to assassinate Kim 
Jong-un for the good of the world. 

Second, Skylark and Kim Jong-un 
instantly hit it off and spend the 
trip cruising in tanks, listening 
to Katy Perry, banging chicks at 
orgies, and bonding over the pres¬ 
sures of media scrutiny and disap¬ 
proving parents. Sighs Kim Jong-un, 

“You know what’s more destructive 
than a nuclear bomb? Words.” 

In June, two weeks after Sony 
released The Interview’s first trailer, 
the Korean Central News Agency 
slammed Rogen as a “gangster film¬ 
maker” who had made a “blatant act 
of terrorism and war.” The country 
promised stern and merciless retali¬ 
ation and warned that Kim Jong-un 
himself would see The Interview. 

“We were told that they have 
good hackers in North Korea and 
that they’ve probably hacked into 
Sony’s servers and watched the movie 
already,” Rogen says. 


means war. 


Sony had been worried about The Interview for months. At its Tokyo headquarters, 
the company had a front-row seat to Japan’s diplomatic efforts to soothe relations with 
North Korea. Sony CEO Kazuo Hirai reportedly asked studio head Amy Pascal to tone 
down the film, which she told Rogen was the corporation’s only creative command in 
her 25-year career. ‘You have the power to help me here,” Pascal emailed Rogen. 

One month before The Interview’s Christmas opening date, computer hackers 
imploded Sony’s online network, vaporizing its communications, pirating five new 
films, publicizing employee Social Security numbers and spilling embarrassing 

inside information. By the time pseudonymous emails threatened Sony 
employees’ families, some workers were so exhausted they stood 
in the hallways and wept. 

As of press time, Sony canceled the theatrical release 
of The Interview following terrorist threats against 
theaters—and the announcement that several major 
theater chains had opted not to exhibit the film. 
Was North Korea behind the attack—or the 
subsequent threats on American theaters? A 
government spokesman denied involvement 
but accused Sony of “abetting a terrorist 
act” and suggested the studio “reflect on 
its wrongdoings.” 

What’s most telling about Kim Jong-un’s 
regime—a mind-controlling, mono¬ 
lithic dictatorship beyond the wildest 
dreams of Joseph Stalin or Mao—isn’t 
that it was furious at a Hollywood film. 
It’s which film. 

It wasn’t Olympus Has Fallen, the 
cruel action flick with three Oscar 
nominees in its cast. 

It was the comedy written and 
directed by and starring a man last seen 
sword-fighting with a dildo. 

H ere's why the North Korean 
government didn’t mind 
Olympus Has Fallen: It made 
them look capable of blowing 
up the White House. By con¬ 
trast, The Interview dares joke 
that Kim Jong-un—gasp!—is scared to 
drink margaritas because his dad, Kim 
Jong-il, convinced him they were “gay.” 
Fear is fine. But humiliation

In response to the Korean Central 
News Agency threats, Rogen tweeted, 
“Apparently Kim Jong Un plans on watch¬ 
ing The Interview. I hope he likes it!!” 

Does he really? 

“I don’t know; he probably will hate 
it because it literally has a goal to debase 
him and humiliate him,” Rogen says. 

But at least The Interview does so with 
a smile. As Randall Park plays him, Kim 
Jong-un is, well, adorable. At least at first. 

“It was important for me to bring a 
vulnerability to him,” Park says. When 
he meets Franco’s Skylark, Park squeals 
with excitement. Park based the moment 
on the Vice documentary in which Kim 
Jong-un is visibly nervous before meeting 
basketball player Dennis Rodman. 

Kim Jong-un’s classmates from his 
international school in Switzerland 
remember the future leader forever doo¬ 
dling pictures of Michael Jordan, “some¬ 
thing that I probably did when I was 
younger,” Park says. 

“As an actor, I’d have some reserva¬ 
tions about playing a living dictator,” says 
Rogen, who later admitted to Park that 
he was the only actor to audition. “I’m 
impressed that he did it, honestly.” 

The reaction Park was most afraid of 
was that of his parents, both immigrants 
from South Korea. Luckily, they gave him 
their blessing. “They just thought it was a 
really funny concept—and daring,” he says. 

“It’s all based on real shit!” Rogen 
exclaims. Which is crazy for a few rea¬ 
sons. First, because this is the first script 
Rogen and Goldberg ever bothered to 
research. (“If North Korea was a Jeopardy! 
category, I would do well,” Rogen insists.) 

Second, because of the “facts” they’ve 
found, which sound fake but aren’t. The 
Interview’s Kim Jong-un has convinced his 
subjects that he talks to dolphins. An even 
bolder claim: Kim Jong-un doesn’t have 
an anus. “He has no need for one,” says his 
fictional press handler, Sook (Diana Bang). 

“I’ve heard defectors say that, too,” 
North Korea expert James Person of 
the D.C.-based Wilson Center confirms. 
“The cult of personality is built to such 
an extreme that it’s something you would 
never think of: the leader defecating.” 

“As idiots, we obviously gravitated to 
that one,” Rogen says. “We couldn’t even 
put in a lot of the shit that is real because 
it almost starts to feel like we’re just mak¬ 
ing shit up.” Fun “facts” he and Goldberg 
couldn’t use: that Kim Jong-un designed 
every building in North Korea, that he was 
born with a unicorn in a magical cave, and 
that he invented the hamburger. 

Third, despite all of that, the closing 
credits insist The Interview is a work of 
fiction, in which any similarities to per¬ 
sons living or dead are coincidental. 

“It’s legally the weirdest shit ever,” 
Rogen says. “Normally in a movie like 
this, they would make up a guy—it would 
be Kim Song Bob.”

But he and Goldberg had fought a simi¬ 
lar battle the year before with the rapture 
comedy This Is the End, in which Rogen, 
Franco and friends played themselves 
fightingthe demons of hell. Initially, the 
studio said no. They fretted it would be 
too confusing. But Rogen eventually won 
that debate, and This Is the End went on 
to make quadruple its budget. This time, 
when the studio resisted, his counterargu¬ 
ment was prepared. 

But Sony’s lawyers weren’t satisfied. 
They fretted over things Rogen and Gold¬ 
berg weren’t expecting. In the film’s open¬ 
ing scene, a North Korean moppet sings 
that she wishes Americans would “drown 
in their own blood and feces.” The lawyers 
weren’t nervous about the lyrics. They 
were nervous that she was superimposed in 
front of an actual North Korean monument. 
Legally, movies need permission to show 
most monuments, Rogen says, no mat¬ 
ter what country they’re in. (Sony did not 
answer requests for clarification.) They’re 
works of art. But who would grant it? 

“Some things that are not quite legal 
were done under the assumption that 
North Korea won’t sue us,” Rogen says. 
“But then other things, they just for 
some reason decided we have to oper¬ 
ate under the assumption that North 
Korea might sue us.” 


Studio laywers said The Interview could 
keep the name Kim Jong-un, the flirta¬ 
tion between the dictator and Skylark, 
the anus joke, the real-life monument, 
and even the line in which the Supreme 
Leader leers, “Guess what I get tons of? 
Pussy!” But they asked Rogen to digitally 
erase Kim Jong-il from the buttons on the 
North Korean military costumes, for fear 
it would be considered blasphemous. 

“That’s what you want to change?” 
Rogen guffaws. But he agreed. Appar¬ 
ently to North Korea, it would be no 
laughing matter. 

C omedy is the greatest way 
to attack anything like a 
totalitarian regime,” said 
Ray Bradbury. 

He was speaking of The 
Great Dictator, Charlie 
Chaplin’s bold lampoon of Adolf Hitler. 
The Little Tramp was furious when the 
Nazis called him a “disgusting Jewish 
acrobat.” Chaplin wasn’t Jewish. But that 
wasn’t the point. He was upset that being 
Jewish was an insult—and worse, that 
more people weren’t offended. 

“Hitler must be laughed at,” 

Chaplin insisted. 

He and Hitler were born just one week 
apart in April 1889. Both were raised 



in troubled homes and pursued artistic 
careers—albeit, in Hitler’s case, temporar¬ 
ily. “He’s the madman; I’m the comic,” 
Chaplin said. “But it could have been the 
other way around.” 

The Great Dictator was pre-emptively 
banned in Franco’s Spain, Mussolini’s 
Italy and all Nazi-occupied territory—no 
surprises there. The one time a projec¬ 
tionist snuck it into a military theater, 
German soldiers fired pistols at the 
screen. But thanks to the Hayes Produc¬ 
tion Code, which frowned upon breaking 
Hollywood’s neutrality stance, screenings 
weren’t even guaranteed in America or 
Chaplin’s native England. 

When Franklin D. Roosevelt learned 
Hollywood was giving Chaplin a hard 
time, he urged the filmmaker to press on. 
Roosevelt even attended The Great Dicta¬ 
tor’s premiere in 1940—by that time, hat¬ 
ing Hitler was politically smart. 

Rogen and Goldberg wanted to screen 
The Interview at the White House, but 
they were turned down, Rogen says. “We 
got back a funny email, like, ‘Given the 
subject matter, we do not feel that this 
would be appropriate.’” And so far, The 
Interview will not be shown anywhere 
in Asia. 

The genius of The Great Dictator is

that it doesn’t just attack Hitler’s policies. 
As in The Interview, the film makes the 
dictator a buffoon. Chaplin’s dictator falls 
down the stairs, gets soiled by a baby, frets 
about his social status and gets caught in 
his own cape. He doesn’t rule with an iron 
fist—he’s ruled by his emotions. 

But Chaplin held back by dubbing his 
mustachioed, Jew-hating tyrant “Adenoid 
Hynkel.” The Interview aggressively 
names names. 

Plus, Chaplin ended The Great Dicta¬ 
tor with a four-minute speech in which 
he addressed the camera and pleaded for 
utopian peace: “Let us fight to free the 
world—to do away with national barri¬ 
ers, to do away with greed, with hate and 
intolerance.” It’s no spoiler to say that 
Rogen and Goldberg end their film with 
less sincerity. 

Clearly, Hitler’s own favorite film about 
himself, Leni Riefenstahl’s Triumph of the 
Will, can be defined as propaganda. Audi-

ences have a harder time using the word 
to describe Chaplin’s work, though both 
are unquestionably films designed to fur¬ 
ther a cause. 

“Is this movie propaganda?” Rogen 
asks of The Interview. Well, yes. Imagine 
America’s patriotic anger if North Korea 
green-lit the same script about Barack 
Obama, or even George W. Bush. But 
that’s the curious thing about propaganda: 
It only feels outrageous when we disagree 
with it. 

W hen a movie upsets people, 
its defenders insist it’s only 
entertainment. But movies 
have power. Imagine you live 
in Pyongyang, where literally 
everything in movie theaters 
and on TV is made by the government, 
usually telling you how great the Kim 
family is. 

Three generations of Kims have ruled 
North Korea, starting with Kim Jong-un’s 
grandfather Kim Il-sung in 1948. But it 
wasn’t until the late 1960s, when Kim 
Jong-il increased his clout within his 
father’s regime, that the Kim family’s cult 
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of personality took root. Kim Jong-il real¬ 
ized the ability of cinema to shape minds. 

A cineaste since age 7, Kim Jong-il took 
over the country’s film studios as writer, 
producer, executive and critic; made the 
country’s most famous actress, Song Hye- 
rim, his mistress; and even penned a book 
called On the Art of Cinema. He ordered 
his directors that every movie had to have 
what he called a “seed.” 

“You read that and think, well, okay, 
‘plot,’” Person says. “But it’s beyond that. 
You need to have an ideological message 
that reinforces this narrative of absolute 
loyalty and subservience to the Kim family.” 

Kim Jong-il’s seed sprouted. The 
directors may have quietly resented his 
intrusions on the set, if only because 
he cost them equipment—every cam¬ 
era lens he touched was then taken to 
a museum. But to the entertainment- 
starved North 
Koreans, local 
movies were 
incredibly popular. 

Still, Kim Jong-il 
didn’t greenlight 
funny films—he 
didn’t understand 
the power of mak¬ 
ing audiences laugh. 

Unlike Germans 
under Hitler, most 
of whom had seen 
Chaplin films 
before the war 
began, the North 
Koreans have little 
awareness of irrev¬ 
erent comedy. They 
revere their leader. 

“That’s why 
they’re so sensi¬ 
tive to the idea that 
Westerners are 
making fun of this 
person who they 
truly believe is mak¬ 
ing every sacrifice 
for the country,” 

Person says. “They 
don’t even think the 
guy defecates, and 
here’s this movie 
showing him as this 
comical figure.” 

And in a country 
with no concept of 
free speech, where 
every movie is Kim 
family-approved, it 

would be hard for North Koreans to com¬ 
prehend that The Interview was made by 
individuals. To them, this insult was made 
by America. 

W hat’s funny is that Seth 

Rogen and Evan Goldberg 
aren’t even American. 
They’re Canadian. 

What’s funnier is that, as 
Rogen puts it, “We’re just 
two fucking dudes! I don’t have a lot to 
offer in the political arena.” 

True, The Interview has more jokes

about buttholes, homoeroticism and 
explosives than about foreign policy. But 
there’s a suspicion the pair are more polit¬ 
ically sharp than they’ll admit. 

Rogen has described his parents, who 
met on a kibbutz in Israel, as radical Jew¬ 
ish socialists. His father, Mark, is the 
assistant director of a nonprofit that pro¬ 
motes Yiddish culture. His mother, Sandy, 
is a social worker. 

During the summer, Rogen’s parents 
sent him to a “granola, super-left-wing, 
labor Zionist socialist” camp on an island 
off the coast of Vancouver, where, instead 
of making macrame, the children studied 
poverty and social justice. 

The kids had fun, but they also 
worked, Rogen says. “You got a job in 
the kitchen, or you would clean the 
camp. There was a gardening group, a 
painting group, a repair squad if some¬ 
thing broke—it was 
awesome.” Even 
though the counsel¬ 
ors made him march 
the grounds carry¬ 
ing rocks. 

Goldberg, a 
private-school kid, 
went to the other 
camp, “the rich, more 
neocon, right-wing 
one,” Rogen says. 
When the two boys 
met over bagels and 
chocolate milk in 
bar mitzvah class, 
they realized they 
had tons in common, 
including their love 
of Pulp Fiction and 
Mel Brooks. 

One afternoon in 
1995, while watch¬ 
ing a terrible movie 
on TV, Goldberg and 
Rogen agreed they 
could do better. So 
they went upstairs 
to Goldberg’s sis¬ 
ter’s pink bedroom 
and began writing a 
script on the family 
computer. 

The script was 
Superbad— or at least 
its ancestor. (They 
rewrote it 18 times.) 
It was slow going. 
Rogen also was 
doing standup. At 16, 
he won the Vancouver Amateur Comedy 
Contest and a part in Judd Apatow’s TV 
series Freaks and Geeks and moved to 
Los Angeles. 

Goldberg stayed behind. He taught 
aquatic fitness and enrolled in college as 
an American history major (in Canada), 
figuring he’d eventually join Rogen in 
Hollywood and it “would help me under¬ 
stand America better.” He and Rogen 
half-joke about writing a comedy about 
the War of 1812, between Canada and the 
United States.

Goldberg says, “History is 
stories, and they’re real—and 
they’re generally crazier than the 
shit people come up with.” 

R j^en and Goldberg 

have always grounded 
their scripts in truth—at 
least, their own emo¬ 
tional truth. 

“We wrote Superbad 
when we were in high school, 
we were unemployed when we 
wrote Pineapple Express, we 
were getting notoriety when we 
wrote This Is the End,” Rogen 
notes. Now, as with their fic¬ 
tional Interview counterparts 
Aaron and Dave, they have a 
voice. What do they want their 
movies to say? 

“We have a lot of people’s atten¬ 
tion,” Rogen says. “Should we try 
to maybe do something with a 
little more substance? One could 
argue that we are the last people 
on earth who should do some¬ 
thing with a little more substance—maybe 
just stick to the arena that we’re good at.” 

“There’s no two ways about it, we’re 
doing something political by making this 
movie,” Goldberg admits. “Anyone in a 


country that’s democratic and free should 
criticize a country that’s clearly as bad as 
North Korea.” 

To James Franco, Rogen and Goldberg 
have been writing serious movies all along. 


“They pick subjects that are actually 
pretty deep, like in This Is the End, the end of 
the world and religious beliefs,” Franco says. 

In fact, if you freeze-frame The Inter¬ 
view, it resembles a serious drama. 


Instead of the bright, cheery cinematog¬ 
raphy of most studio comedies, the colors 
are solemn and gray—more Jason Bourne 
than James Franco screaming at Seth 
Rogen to shove a secret weapon in his ass. 


“I believe that Seth and Evan are being 
just as serious in their satire as Zero Dark 
Thirty,” Franco says, “but because it’s 
couched in comedy, they can in some 
ways hit a lot harder.” 


To the hackers bedeviling Sony, The 
Interview is a full-on assault. Online, they’ve 
commanded, “Stop immediately showing 
the movie of terrorism which can break the 
regional peace and cause the War!” 

North Korea’s gravest concern 
isn’t that Westerners may see 
the film. It’s more worried about 
its own people seeing The Inter¬ 
views. challenge that has gotten 
harder to control as people from 
China and South Korea smuggle 
flash drives into the country. 

Kim Jong-un knows that his 
fly-nowhere nuclear program 
isn’t North Korea’s most powerful 
weapon. It’s the media, the mov¬ 
ies, that keep his country in line. 

Hazy links make North Korea 
the No. 1 suspect in the Sony 
online attack: the country’s 
two-year university hacking 
program with a Chinese study- 
abroad, the 3,000 hackers on 
the government’s payroll, the 
traces of Korean script on the 
servers, the suspicious timing 
and the cryptic denials. 

Still, the clearest reason to 
question North Korea isn’t 
physical evidence, but rather the 
absence of it. The hackers stole 
five new, completed movies from Sony’s 
servers. Yet only The Interview has, so far, 
been left alone—and it’s the one film Kim 
Jong-un doesn’t want you to see.

In Search of the 
Perfect Pizza 


Do the pies at Settebello in Newport Coast live up to the Nevada original?

I happened to be in a Vegas suburb 
earlier this year and tasted a pizza 
that floored me. Perhaps it was 
because I wasn’t expecting it to 
amount to much. Perhaps the humidity in 
the desert that afternoon was the optimal 
condition for the dough. Whatever forces 
in the universe needed to converge for a 
pizza to reach perfection, it did that day. 
The pizza I ate at the Settebello Pizzeria 
Napoletana of Henderson, Nevada, was 
one of the best pizzas of my life. 

Its qualities were far from mystical, 
though. Rather, it was grounded in all the 
required but elusive hallmarks of a good 
Neapolitan-style pie. Blackened char 
freckled the crust, but, most important, 
an inherent elastic chewiness existed 
in the dough, a real bounce that played 
together in balance with the crispness 
and tenderness. It didn’t matter that the 
place was smaller than most Subways, 
that the walls were scuffed, or that it’s 
one of those “authentic” joints that denies 
you pepperoni—Settebello, as far as I 
was concerned, earned its lauds from 
local critics and the Associazione Verace 
Pizza Napoletana seal, certification from 
a group of Italian pizzaiolos that are the 
equivalent of the National Institute of 
Standards and Technology for pizzas. 

So it was with that experience in mind 
that I looked forward to the opening of 
a Settebello in Newport Coast. But the 
second I stepped into the dining room, it 
became immediately clear this Settebello 
was going to be different. First, the res¬ 
taurant—which shares a parking lot with 
Javier’s in Crystal Cove—is more Vegas-y 
than that Henderson store. A projec¬ 
tor beamed black-and-white movies no 
one actually watched onto one wall, and 
another wall had wine bottles inserted 
into wooden slots as though someone 
were in the middle of a gigantic game of 
Connect Four. 

Apart from just being huge, the room 
is actually not a room, but rather a hybrid 
of an outdoor courtyard and a lounge 
fitted with leather sofas. There are live 
trees planted into the concrete, and in the 
middle of the restaurant, you see a perma¬ 
nent hole in the roof that opens up to the 
sky as though it were a car with its sunroof 
stuck open. 

“I wasn’t here when it rained last 
week,” our server remarked, looking up 
at the void in the ceiling, “but I heard it 
was interesting.” 

The second thing that’s different is the 
menu. While the original had a laser focus 


on salads and pizza, Newport Beach’s 
Settebello also offered antipasti such as 
bacon-wrapped dates. The appetizer of 
crispy polenta bites with ricotta—bland¬ 
ness on top of blandness—should be 
skipped for the crostinis, particularly the 
one with the anchovies. But it’s probably 
advisable to forgo the appetizers entirely 
and just get on with the pizzas. 

If you must have a salad, the option 
with the wad of arugula and goat cheese 
swaddled in prosciutto as a sort of inverse 
burrito is the best. While the version I 
had in Henderson balanced the arugula’s 
bitterness with the balsamic’s sweetness 
and the meat and cheese’s saltiness, the 
arugula dominated this one. 

But it’s in the pizzas that Newport’s 
Settebello diverged the most. I tried the 
“The Settebello,” also the one I had at 
Henderson, which came with sausage and 
mushrooms. At first, it looked the same, 
identical down to the charred freckles. But 
I realized after the first bite it was as far 
from the original as the distance it takes to 
get to Vegas. There was a lot of elasticity 
in the dough, but it wasn’t balanced with 
tenderness or crispness. And the wetness 
of the toppings (which was fine back in 
Henderson) seemed to just compound the 
crust’s Wrigley-gum-chewiness. 


Why was there such a disparity? It was 
clear the man who coddled the doughy 
discs, then slid them into a dome oven 
crackling with the heat and smoke of 
burning logs, was careful to twirl the pies 
mid-bake to get it just right. The whole 
process lasted not more than a minute, but 
it might as well have been an eternity. 

On the next visit, I ordered the most 
expensive pie, “The Market Special,” 
which is topped with thick, fatty pork 
lardons, a variety of squash and fried 
sage. This time, the crust was better—the 
chewiness was answered by more crisp¬ 
ness, even if it still lacked the tenderness 
I remembered. But it was a good pizza, 
great even. Perfection, however, was again 
as elusive as Lady Luck. 

When our waitress came around and 
asked how we found out about the place, 

I told her we’d been to the original. She 
commented how small that store was. 

“Yes, I like this space much better,” I said. 

I kept mum on what I thought of 
the pizza.

O C's industrial-park restaurant genre has 
dramatically improved in the decade- 
plus I've reviewed restaurants for this infernal 
rag. It was almost universally smelly delis 
and stale burrito joints at first; now, you have 
everything from hidden Persian meals at 
Le Cafe near South Coast Plaza to Egyptian 
hookah delights at Rose Cafe in Anaheim to 
Irvines Vishnu to the wonder that is Rick's 
Atomic Cafe on the other side of John Wayne 
Airport. And with county office drones realiz¬ 
ing fast food is not their only option and res¬ 
taurateurs willing to experiment with location, 
expect even better restaurants of this type to 
pop up in 2015. 

Pig and Parsley Deli is the latest, great¬ 
est entry, even if its aesthetics underwhelm 
at first glance. It's too big by half, has a 
couch near a pseudo-lounge and a design 
scheme that resembles a frat-house office. 
The snacks on the counter are of the M&M 
kind—hardly inspiring. But take yourtime 
here; the dive makes sandwiches worthy of 
braving 405 lunch traffic. Here is a classed-up 
torta worthy of a SanTana lonchera)the pas¬ 
trami is as great as any in the county, all folds 
and tart mustard and sauerkraut's zing. The tri 
tip gets enlivened with chimichurri and cotija; 
a sirloin steak sandwich not only tastes like 
Brooklyn circa 1948, but also has a sharp pro- 
volone out of a Mario Batali store. These and 
other sandwiches (pulled porkoutta Dixie!) 
make up the standards, but keep visiting to 
see what's the next daily special. And always 
get a salad, as they might contain anything 
from pickled green beans to edamameto 
pepitas or even aged white Cheddar—a 
United Nations of roughage. Though the fla¬ 
vors might be gourmet, they'll also please any 
working stiff, leading to lunchtime crowds of 
preppy hipsters and Cal Trans schlubs. 

More is coming. Pig and Parsley hosted 
pop-ups for Naugles, the legendary Mexi¬ 
can fast-food chain that just might make 
a comeback (details to come...). On one 
of those afteroons, the owner let me taste 
some of his house-cured ham—brilliant. 
Around Pig and Parsley is bland offices— 
may they knockdown a wall or two, expand, 
and lead OC's industrial-park restaurants to 
greater, tastier heights.

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Middle-Earth Mortal Kombat 


T he biggest laugh I heard from 
the audience at my screen¬ 
ing of The Hobbit: The Battle 
of the Five Armies came from 
seven words in the end credits: “Based on 
the novel by J.R.R. Tolkien.” Just picture 
that tweedy Oxford philologist nodding 
in pleased approval at this adaptation of 
his lark of a children’s fable, especially the 
kabooming violence of the last hour, which 
shakes mountains and severs heads and 
plays like Middle-Earth Smash Bros. 

The film builds to a series of boss battles 
against scarred and gum-fleshed ore chiefs 
Tolkien didn’t even bother putting in the 
book. They’re individually spectacular, 
staged with the full invention and brio of 
Peter Jackson, who is as good at this stuff 
as anyone in the history of movies. But they 
just keep coming, as though frozen yogurt 
from a self-serve spigot a kid didn’t bother 
turning off—more and more in a relentless 
gush. The Hobbit is less a trilogy than it is a 
heaping mound of sugary goo. 

Nothing wrong with froyo, of course, 
despite the freeze-headache danger. That 
too-muchness—or is it generosity?—marks 
this as the most crowd-pleasing of the 
series, even as this is the film that will most 
enrage the amateur Tolkien scholars who 
have always balked at Jackson’s cheery 
vulgarizations. (Guys, these movies no 
more harm the prof’s original world than 
did Terry Brooks’ Shannara books.) And 
none of that’s to say I didn’t savor much of 
this last, stabbing-estHobbit, the film that’s 
something like hours 18 to 20.5 of Peter 
Jackson’s Middle-earth masterpiece/folly/ 
tech-demo/New Zealand tourism reel. This 
finale actually offers, for its first 90 minutes, 
Jackson’s surest, sharpest storytelling since 
way back in The Fellowship of the Ring. The 
conflicts and relationships are clear enough 
that even folks who napped through An 
Unexpected Journey will follow along. (You 
are not expected to know the names/faces 
of the 13 dwarves.) There’s none of the 
narrative ditches these movies routinely 
grind into—nothing in The Hobbits is as 
goofy-dumb as Aragorn getting saved from 
a cliff-fall by the love of a nice horsey in The 
Two Towers. 

Besides the usual pomp and scenery—the 
goblets! the braids! the deflated soccer-ball 
faces of the ores!—there are some new won¬ 
ders. The opening dragon attack is spec¬ 
tacular, shot with a clarity and power miss¬ 
ing from The Desolation ofSmaug’s botched 
drown-the-beast-in-popcorn-butter climax. 
A haunted-city showdown between shiv¬ 
ery ghost knights and the staff-and-hair- 
whipping superteam of Galadriel (Cate 
Blanchett), Elrond (Hugo Weaving) and 
Saruman (Christopher Lee) proves almost

as grand. It’s sad that Hollywood filmmak¬ 
ing is so often about attempting to put the 
dreams of children onto our screens, but 
shouldn’t it still be notable when someone 
actually manages it? 

This installment benefits from the fact 
there’s finally a theme besides “walking 
takes awhile.” It’s obvious but meaty: the 
corrupting power of greed, atopic about 
which, admittedly, it’s a little rich for the 
third movie adaptation of a one-volume YA 
novel to get snooty. Richard Armitage, as 
head dwarf Thorin, gets to play the gold- 
mad Treasure of the Sierra Madre hardass, 
a stem Scrooge McDuck with a touch of 
Howard Hughes: He forsakes the world to 
hole up with his treasure. As always in Jack- 
son, a stubborn king refuses to aid a world 
in need, and when he softens, he’s bathed in 
divine light with no real in-story source. 

The local elves want their cut of the loot, 
as do refugees from the town destroyed by 
the dragon Thorin and company awoke 
in movie two, and then—right on sched¬ 
ule—there’s one of those ore armies that 
continually surprise everyone in Middle- 
earth movies. And then there’s another. And 
then there’s the fighting. Spoiler: Jackson’s 
dwarves and elves behead ores with all the 
ease that young David gathered Philistine 
foreskins. Some heroes fall this time, but 
only the diehard fans will feel much. These 
Hobbit pictures are about spectacle rather 
than stakes, even during the somber wrap- 
up of the elf-dwarf-elf love triangle. 


Somewhere in there is Martin Freeman, 
so endearing and resourceful as Bilbo in 
the first two films, saying, “I’ll find myself 
a safe place to stand,” and then getting 
knocked out for much of the last of the 
movies titled for him. The series’ MVP is 
given the bench. Bilbo and the Shire get 
the final reel, of course, but the goodbyes 
aren’t as protracted as they were in The 
Return of the King— or as the hellos were in 
An Unexpected Journey. In fact, other than 
the overkill on the killing, this installment 
finds Jackson at last making concessions to 
bladders and theatrical running times. The 
Battle of the Five Armies wraps up in less 
than two and a half hours, some 15 min¬ 
utes shorter than its predecessor but still 
roughly the length of Bilbo’s dinner party in 
part one. The resolutions of many plotlines 
have been curtailed, most likely to be added 
back in the eventual extended-edition 
home-video release. 

The longer versions of all Jackson’s 
Middle-earth films have played better (and 
made more sense) than their theatrical 
cuts, but this time, he’s trimmed out some¬ 
thing absolutely vital, the one element that, 
besides his mad gore-minded grandilo¬ 
quence, has kept everything together five 
films running: an attention to the emotional 
lives of his hobbits. 

Finally, let’s be honest, here. Reviewing 
any chunk of Jackson’s Tolkien-flavored 
fantasy-combat-simulation project is like 
reviewing some holiday party or a possibly 


obligatory family get-together. You know 
whether you’re going, you know who you’ll 
see there, and you know that you’ll either 
grit through it and be glad when it’s over, or 
you’ll lose yourself in it and miss the ritual 
when it’s gone. Either way, consider this: 
Once the final version of The Battle of Five 
Armies hits Blu-ray, Jackson’s full series 
will take almost a full day of your life to get 
through. And yet, even here, at the end of 
all things Middle-earth, the filmmaking and 
world-crafting and ore-decapitations are 
still brash and vigorous, still lavish, rousing, 
grating, wearying, and hilarious, both inten¬ 
tionally and un-. 

When ore and dwarf spill through fog 
onto a silvery frozen lake, and then in that 
roller-rink moonscape gorgeousness keep 
their grudge match goingboth above and 
under the ice, you may carp that it’s all just 
too much. But it’s hard not to marvel at just 
how much too-much Jackson has whipped 
up—and how much of it was inspired.

OPENING 

ANNIE Every version of Annie since the 
Broadway original has aimed younger and 
younger. John Huston's 1982 movie cut 
the child-confounding songs "We'd Like 
to Thank You, Herbert Hoover" and "New 
Deal for Christmas," and added two ditties 
about Annie's dog. This new flick scraps 
the 1933 setting altogether and plops 
Annie into contemporary Harlem, a bodega 
playground. Now, in "You're Never Fully 
Dressed Without a Smile," your clothes 
aren't "Beau Brummell-y," but "Chanel, 
Gucci." Producers Jay-Z and Will and 
Jada Pinkett Smith must have beamed 
when they discovered that rhyme—and, 
to be fair, their three children are fashion- 
forward. There's a sense that neither 
they nor director Will Gluck know what 
normal kids—the kind they need to buy 
tickets to Annie— think is cool. Instead, 
once again this is an Annie for adults, 
only now the spin is less "Remember 
the social-welfare lessons of the Great 
Depression?" and more "Hey, rich people 
are nice, too." This Annie is so modern 
that the girl's benefactor, Will Stacks 
(Jamie Foxx), is a telecommunications 
baron running for mayor. It presumes that 
children care a great deal about cellphone 
towers, political campaigns, and Twitter. 
Still, Quvenzhane Wallis, as Annie, is raw, 
charismatic, alive, and unpredictable: In 
her biggest solo number, every time Gluck 
cuts to Annie singing on a stage, it's a 
crapshoot whether she'll be preening like 
Billie Holiday or rocking jerkily side to 
side like Chuck E. Cheese. In short, she's 
a child. The question is if this musical has 
any genuine interest in one. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson.

INTO THE WOODS No matter how it 
performs in theaters, Stephen Sondheim's 
and James Lapine's dark, glorious, and 
supremely messy fairytale mash-up 
musical/therapy session is now forever 
a pop-culture curio that unwary kids will 
stumble upon to their bafflement and bet¬ 
terment. The princess-party punchbowl 
has forever been spiked. Here's wicked 
stepsisters who hack off toes to cram their 
feet into Cinderella's slippers. And here's a 
Cinderella (Anna Kendrick) whose flock of 
bird companions occasionally peck out her 
enemies' eyes. Better still: Sumptuously 
gowned, Cinderella flees prince and ball 
three nights running for reasons she 
doesn't understand herself until much 
later, after she has won everything any 
princess-minded tween has ever ached 
for—come to find out, the wishing beats 
the hell out of the having. The wishing for 
a big-screen Into the Woods might be best 
the reality, too, despite Kendrick's glitter¬ 
ing turn and the wonders of Sondheim's 
brittle-witty score, which is mostly intact. 
Onstage, Into the Woods is an exhausting 
triumph—it's the show whose first half 
your relatives adore, and whose second, 
when Grimm and Freud met Pirandello, 
leaves them restless and discomfited. 
Onscreen, exhaustion sets in much earlier. 
Into the Woods is all about archetypes 
running hither and thither, questing and 
belting, their stories glancing against each 
other in that fairytale space of the title. In a 
live performance, we can observe multiple 
stories at once, the actors occupying dif¬ 
ferent copses—we're invited to savor the 
correspondences. In the movie, director 
Rob Marshall simply cuts from one tale to 


the next, isolating his actors. There's little 
sense that the fairytale space is a shared 
one—it's just a bunch of noisy incident 
transpiring in unrelated treestands. (PG)

JUSTIN BIEBER'S BELIEVE In Never 
Say Never, the original Bieber biopic, we 
met the young pop star as a virtuoso, a 
kid who played every instrument, sang 
like an angel, and had hair that must have 
required some sort of deal with the devil. 

It reassured both skeptic chaperones 
and devoted fans that here was a teen 
icon that Pop Inc. had discovered, not 
manufactured. Believe, on the other 
hand, shows us an artist at work. This time 
around, the most important hair isn't that 
which swoops off his scalp and across his 
forehead (those hairs, alas, have been cut) 
but a few barely there strands between 
his nose and his upper lip. That mustache, 
in turn, symbolizes everything this film 
intends to be about, some unspecified 
combination of struggle, maturity, faith, 
and self-determination. Structurally, the 
film mostly retraces the steps Never Say 
Never already trod. We see Bieber in 
concert, of course, and in between songs 
we see him in the studio, mobbed by fans 
and goofing off. As it turns out, Belie i/e's 
most difficult task isn't accounting for its 
star's increasingly wild behavior - charm¬ 
ing almost to a fault, he comes across as 
mature as (and certainly more driven than) 
your typical teenager—but convincing 
the viewer that promotions like the one 
where his manager makes young girls 
bawl by giving them concert tickets aren't 
at all exploitative. These clips seem to be 
about conditioning girls that if they want 
to be true Beliebers, they would do best 
to respond this way as well. (PG) Nick 
Murray.

EXODUS: GODS AND KINGS Flip open 
your Bibles to Numbers 12:3 to find the 
first inaccuracy in Ridley Scott's Exodus: 
Gods and Kings. "Now the man Moses 
was very meek, above all the men which 
were upon the face of the earth," sayeth 
the Good Book of our hero, played by 
Christian Bale, an actor of hauteur even 
when saddled with a combover and pot¬ 
belly. Bale's Moses is a sword-slashing 
general who strides around ancient Egypt 
like he owns the place, which, as the 
adopted son of the Pharaoh, he does, 
at first. This guy is fated to lead a slave 
uprising? The only way Bale's Moses 
could be the humblest man alive is if 
the rest of the planet were killed. The 
pleasures in Exodus are tactile: the heavy 
turquoise bridles worn by the villainous 
Ramses II (Joel Edgerton), the matching 
blue-and-white headdresses of his sol¬ 
diers as they dominate the Hebrew slave 
quarters like cotton stormtroopers, the 
zebra and tiger skins he uses as carpet, 
and the unearthly pink crab he munches 
on for dinner. We can hear the luxury: 

Even in chaotic battle scenes, you can 
discern every individual clink of the scaly 
gold armor. But Scott, either from fear or 
distraction, has no take on what this story 
might mean. A budget this big ensures 
he's gotta sell tickets to Bible-thumpers 
and spectacle-loving heathens alike. Yet 
he can't decide if making rivers run with 
blood is heroic or horrific—you sense 
he'd rather make Gladiator II: Attack of 
the Frogs. Thanks to a distracting father 
versus son versus favored adopted son 
plotline, he essentially has. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 


HORRIBLE BOSSES 2 The third-greatest 
scourge of the earth, right after online 
comments sections and bedbugs, is the 
unfunny comedy sequel, which may be 
why you think you should skip Horrible 
Bosses 2. The miraculous surprise is that 
Horrible Bosses 2 isn't terrible at all. It's 
looser, breezier, more confident than its 
predecessor. The first movie's big poke 
in the ribs was that Jennifer Aniston, 
America's sweetheart, was actually saying 
"cock" and "boner," a concept that was 
probably funnier when it was still just a 
concept. Aniston reappears here, having 
expanded her repertoire of things you 
shouldn't say in polite or even impolite 
company, but somehow she's funnier this 
time, not just in on the joke but integral 
to it. Horrible Bosses 2 riffs on the "What 
could possibly go wrong?" rhetoric that's 
as old as comedy itself. Everything that 
could does. Having freed themselves from 
the employers who'd squelched their joie 
de vivre in the first movie, Nick (Jason 
Bateman), Kurt (Jason Sudeikis), and Dale 
(Charlie Day) have launched their own 
business, but high-powered biz guy Bert 
Hanson (an endearingly sinister Christoph 
Waltz) cheats them. To retaliate, they hatch 
a plan to kidnap his grown son, hail-fellow- 
well-met asshole Rex (Chris Pine, who 
makes an excellent eyelash-fluttering boy- 
man sociopath). The film works because 
it's filled with curlicues rather than all-out 
gags. The three leads are less funny for big 
comedy moments than for just how they 
are: Their petty aggravations, their up-front 
eye rolling, their ludicrous malaprop- 
isms—not to mention their furtive commu¬ 
nications via pink toy walkie-talkies—add 
up to a kind of mad, Three Stooges-style 
bonhomie. They can't get along with one 
another, but you can't imagine them apart.

WILD For reasons that are perhaps under¬ 
standable, stories about women finding 
themselves—or their voices, or their inner 
courage, or any number of things that 
are apparently very easy to mislay—are 
big business. But even if Cheryl Strayed's 
2012 memoir Wild: From Lost to Found on 
the Pacific Crest 7ra/7fits the classic self- 
discovery template perfectly, it's at least 
lively and entertaining. This account of the 
author's 1,100-mile trek up the Pacific Crest 
Trail—a trip she took alone, in 1995, as a 
way of coping with her mother's untimely 
death and the fact that her own life had 
gone seriously off the rails—works both as 
travel writing and a supremely candid inte¬ 
rior monologue. The chances of messing 
up the movie version were great: How do 
you dramatize a story that essentially con¬ 
sists of walking and thinking—breathtak¬ 
ing scenery notwithstanding? Jean-Marc 
Vallee pulls it off in Wild, in which Reese 
Witherspoon, as Strayed, faces down 
wilderness horrors like egg-frying heat, 
mountain passes clogged with snow, and 
ill-fitting boots. This woman-vs.-nature bat¬ 
tle is, of course, really a woman-vs.-herself 
conflict in disguise. Although she's joined 
by the occasional fellow traveler, the 
Strayed of Wild is mostly alone, and deeply 
so, with the memories of her mother, Bobbi 
(Laura Dern). As she says in one of the 
movie's many instances of introspective 
voiceover, "I'm gonna walk my way back 
to the woman my mother thought I was." 
Strayed does an awful lot of thinking on 
that trail, but she does a lot of looking too, 
and Vallee and cinematographer Yves 
Belanger are scrupulously alert to her sur¬ 
roundings. Witherspoon, meanwhile, kicks 
any potential cuteness right over the ridge.

T wenty years ago this holi¬ 
day season, the Reverend 
Slappy White fell off a tur¬ 
nip truck he’d hitched a ride 
on in Riverside. Instead of Stanton, he 
came to downtown Fullerton, where 
he immediately fell in with a ragtag 
collection of actors, poets, musicians, 
artists, and other assorted sauciers 
and drug addicts. 

His first contribution to the city’s 
lone non-college theater troupe at the 
time—Revolving Door Productions, 
housed in the Tribune Theater, which 
is now a cigar lounge—helped it earn 
laurels from the Los Angeles Times as 
Newt Gingrich’s worst nightmare: The 
A Dolt’s Only Xma$ Pageant. While the 
Tribune Theater only lasted a couple 
of years, that profane, irreverent, 
juvenile, raunchy and stupid-as-fuck 
Christmas show is still around, now 
in its 20th year (give or take a 
couple when the good Rev. was 
blacked out), spending this year 
at STAGEStheatre. 

Although it ain’t much—if 
you call bare breasticles, live 
music, blackface, and a skewer¬ 
ing of holiday traditions and 
events of the past year not 
much—it’s the second-longest 
holiday theater tradition in 
Orange County, next to some¬ 
thing at South Coast Repertory. 

And way cheaper. In every conceiv¬ 
able way. 

It happens one night only—Dec. 21 
which is most likely one night too many. 
But it isn’t the only holiday show on tap 
this season. We checked in with the Rev. 
and got his skinny on the others. (Full 
disclosure: The Rev. Slappy White is nei¬ 
ther a reverend nor the old-school black 
comedian who performed on the Chitlin’ 
Circuit along with Redd Foxx. In fact, he 
doesn’t truly exist. Though some have 
said he speaks to them in dreams. Really 
bad dreams. Oh, also: I’ve been involved 
with this debacle since year one.) 

A CHRISTMAS CAROL. Four versions 
of Charles Dickens’ timeless novella 
are on the boards, ranging from SCR’s 
ridiculously well-appointed version 
starring living legend Hal Landon Jr. to 
a musical version at the Camino Real 
Playhouse to more stripped-down ver¬ 
sions at the Mysterium and the Long 
Beach Playhouse.

aM I ittle kids seem to think this is the 
L dark place where Satan dwells," 
says Terri Kennedy with a smile. "I mean, 
sometimes he's here." The longhaired 
brunette has heard it all over the years 
about her legendary Goth store, Ipso 
Facto in Fullerton, now celebrating its 
25th anniversary. 

Ipso Facto has been the subject of 
several sensationalist news stories over 
the years—Kennedy's favorite was the one 
from the Christian Broadcasting Network, 
whose "reporters" attempted to under¬ 
stand the Goth movement. "I just thought it 
was great publicity," she says. 

The long, narrow shop, which is the 
furthest thing from satanic, has changed 
many times; currently, it features floor-to- 
ceiling racks dripping with black lace, red 
stripes and sexy corsets. Once kids get 
over Hot Topic, they migrate here, where 
Kennedy sells a wealth of esoteric books 
on demons, magic and pagan practices. 
The owner herself has become an ency¬ 
clopedia for curious patrons. "That's the 
reason I opened the store," she explains. 

"I wanted it to be a meeting place where 
people could discuss taboo subjects." 
Recently, Ipso began offering monthly 
seminars at which history experts and 
professors discuss topics from ancient 
burials to astrology. 

Flowever,the Goth community isn't what 
it used to be. Kennedy explains that many 
clubs have disappeared because of the 
economy, taking with them the need to buy 
costumes for dressing up, but she remains 
committed to the craft. 

"At least this is a place where people 
know they can go and not be judged," Ken¬ 
nedy says. "I don't care if you're Catholic 
or Buddhist—we're all about whatever 
works for you."

Skinny Puppy’s sound inspires nightmares from here to Gitmo

S kinny Puppy pride themselves 
on being the soundtrack to your 
nightmares. Since forming in 
Vancouver in 1982, the legend¬ 
ary band have gained and lost members 
(one of which was Bill Leeb, whose band 
Front Line Assembly have joined Skinny 
Puppy as a main supporting act on their 
current tour), as well as collaborated 
with renowned industrial artists such as 
Genesis P-Orridge (Throbbing Gristle, 
Psychic TV) and Al Jourgensen (Min¬ 
istry). Through it all, though, they have 
maintained their status as a cutting-edge 
sonic leviathan. 

While many people associate vocalist/ 
lyricist Nivek Ogre (nee Kevin Ogilvie) 
as the face of Skinny Puppy because of 
his grotesque and surreal performance 
antics, cEvin Key (born Kevin Crompton) 
has been behind the keyboards, guitars 
and drums in the studio and onstage for 
the past 30 years. In addition to perform¬ 
ing with his numerous side projects, he 
composes music, is a sound designer and 
audio engineer, and tours the world as 
a D J. Plus, he runs his own record label, 
Subconscious Records. 

In the beginning, Key says, Skinny 
Puppy were influenced by the progenitors 
of industrial music, including Throbbing 
Gristle, Cabaret Voltaire and Portion Con¬ 
trol. However, there was no specific band 


that they used as their model. “There 
just weren’t a lot of bands that we would 
aspire to be,” Key says. “We had to really 
idealize what we all aspired to create.” 
What they did borrow from other bands 
had just as much to do with technology as 
it did with music: drum machines (com¬ 
plemented with live drums), synthesizers, 
samples, distorted vocals. 

By the early ’90s, Skinny Puppy’s music 
had taken such a radical form it was 
difficult to name any artists who made 
anything similar. Key reflects back to an 
era when he, deceased bandmate Dwayne 
Goettel and producer Dave “Rave” Ogilvie 
constructed the albums Too Dark Park 
and Last Rights using what was then the 
latest technology. “The Emax kind of 
brought this world where we decided we 
could make sounds on anything,” he says. 
“We were sampling actual sounds, and 
then mixing them with screams or what¬ 
ever for basses and stuff.” The results have 
been called “audio sculpture”; it sounds 
less like music and more like an eccentri¬ 
cally crafted sonic fabric. 

Almost as soon as the band had essen¬ 
tially perfected this musical form, they 
switched gears and started experimenting 
with newer technologies and incorporat¬ 
ing additional musical influences. “It was 
the crossover of sort of like the new begin¬ 
nings of EDM, you might say,” Key says. 


“Dwayne had been exposed to the rave 
culture in ’92, ’93, and I think that heavily 
inspired him, so what you have is like a 
cross-polarization of, like, that rave-1993 
area, sort of like butting heads with the 
Ministry/Skinny Puppy guitar. A collision 
happened which kind of created a... new 
form of electro-metal.” 

This sound, which is one of the core 
entries in the subgenre of cyberpunk, 
has more or less been the mainstay of the 
Skinny Puppy sound since. 

Given the commitment the band have 
for exploring new forms and for aggres¬ 
sive attacks on topical issues, it’s no won¬ 
der that Skinny Puppy inspire people in all 
walks of life. “It’s not just in music,” Key 
says. “I see the inspiration spilling over 
into all sorts of different things ... like 
toys or just about anything that’s creative. 
And, in a lot of cases, people come up to 
me and say, ‘Hey! I listened to you guys!’ 
So, it’s been kind of cool to realize that 
we have played a soundtrack to people’s 
inspiration [and] helped, possibly, shape 
their mind into what they’ve become.” 

One unlikely fan of the band has been 
the U.S. government. The interroga¬ 
tors at the Guantanamo Bay detention 
camp used Skinny Puppy’s music as an 
“advanced interrogation technique” (a.k.a. 
torture). Prisoners would be shackled into 
a squatting position, and music would be 


played loudly for days at a time, causing 
disorientation, hallucinations and insan¬ 
ity. When they learned Skinny Puppy’s 
music was involved, Ogre and Key were 
appalled and sent the Pentagon an invoice 
for $666,000. Key is not surprised the 
government hasn’t responded. 

Not only do the band keep current with 
technological innovations, but the Skinny 
Puppy show is as intense and nightmarish 
as ever, as well. Audiences can still expect 
to see Ogre wearing inventive costumes 
caked in blood and makeup, and the 
props, sets and multimedia aspects of the 
stage continue to morph to complement 
the current songs and themes. 

Though the band have already fin¬ 
ished their Live Shapes for Arms tour 
in support of their 2013 album, Weapon, 
Skinny Puppy—along with Front Line 
Assembly, Haujobb and Youth Code- 
will bring songs new and old to the Fox 
Theater Pomona on Dec. 20, Key says. 
Asked which rarities might be played, he 
responds, “I don’t want to give away any¬ 
thing. You have to come to find out.”

Under the Rug 


Santa Ana Noise Fest inspires underground 

artists to turn it up

M ost music fans in OC have 
no intention of look¬ 
ing under the rug at the 
sounds that exist in the 
noisy underbelly of our avant-garde 
music scene. But you can find them 
Saturday at the Orange County Cen¬ 
ter for Contemporary Art (OCCCA), 
where some our most inventive young 
artists will come to tear the definition 
of “music” to shreds at a yearly event 
dubbed the Santa Ana Noise Fest. 

Stephen Anderson remembers the 
first time he started booking bands that 
traded in the art of celestial feedback 
and unholy squall in 2008. “We had 
a lot of very small, very underground 
shows with garage rock and sometimes 
punk bands,” the founder of Noise Fest 
says. “But it evolved. We started getting 
more experimental bands. So then in 
2008, we started Noise Fest.” 

The festival’s organizers are expect¬ 
ing a huge turnout for this sixth edi¬ 
tion. “Since we began this event, it’s 
gotten more organized,” Anderson 
says. “It’s a different genre, of course; 
people don’t typically realize it’s not 
just about volume or being loud—that’s 
not totally it. If you look online, noise 
music has a long history; it’s just not 
mainstream. But several bands do 
incorporate noise into their music— 
Sonic Youth, for example.” 


Anderson says he is proud to be part 
of a growing music scene. “It’s only get¬ 
ting bigger,” he says, “and I compare this 
scene to the noise scene up in Northern 
California, where it’s been going strong 
for over 15 years.” 

At this year’s Noise Fest, the 14 
scheduled bands and artists will have 
20-minute sets, with DJs spinning 
music in between. “All of the bands are 
so visceral and have a lot of heart and 
are full of expression,” Anderson says. 
“It will be mesmerizing.” 

Despite its sucesses during the past 
five years, Anderson says he is a bit sur¬ 
prised at Noise Fest’s growing notoriety 
and popularity. “We just opened up this 
fest to newer bands, and there are a lot 
of bands we’ve never had before, but 
we’re all stoked they are from different 
regions and all over southern Califor¬ 
nia,” he says. 

“I think a highlight people should 
check out is this act called Endometrium 
Cuntplow,” Anderson continues, “which 
is one man with these insane and mind- 
blowing noise-musical sounds.”

Setting the Stage

M ike Meza's longtime fondness for Proof Bar 
is apparent. In the mid-'OOs,itwas one of the 
first venues where the former bassist of the Living 
Suns (now Dahga Bloom) was able to book a show 
and cause a ruckus. Within months of the bands 
first gig at the Santa Ana club, the Living Suns 
were able to stuff the place with beer-swigging 
longhairs and DIY-scene kids, banging their heads 
to the feedback-laden, fire-breathing psych rock. 

A decade later, Meza still considers the club his 
stomping grounds—only now he doesn't have to 
be onstage to create the scene. 

Last summer, Meza started as a promoter for 
Proof, organizing a live-band event on Wednesday 
and Sunday nights called WordovMouth. It has 
become a space where young bands and solo art¬ 
ists of all types come to test their mettle and sweat 
out their stage fright. And, as the name suggests, 
it's also a place bands go to learn a few lessons 
about self-promotion. 

"That's really the biggest obstacle for most local 
artists," Meza says. Though he does spend time 
promoting on Facebook, Meza tries to keep his 
focus on creating a vibe forthe venue and curating 
bands. That generally leaves the talent to figure 
out howto get their audiences to show up to the 
downtown Santa Ana club. 

"[Learning howto promote yourself] is a big 
responsibility," Meza says. On a recent Wednes¬ 
day night, he's sitting in Proof's basement, the 
walls of which are lined with kegs and dripping in 
red curtains and graffiti murals. His hair is gath¬ 
ered in a long, brown ponytail, and he's sporting 
a tight, black sweater and horn-rimmed glasses. 
Meza speaks with a straightforward, zen-like 
demeanor: "Bands can either learn and grow or 
become defeated and fall. I've seen both. It's sur¬ 
vival of the fittest." 

Growing up in Placentia, Meza started his 
survival training as a young teenager by convinc¬ 
ing places such as Java Joe's in Yorba Linda or 
the Santa Fe Cafe in Fullerton to book his various

garage bands. During the years he has spent in the 
club scene as a musician and a DJ, he's dealt with 
just about every concert clusterfuck and janky pro¬ 
moter in the book. Instead of becoming jaded, he 
decided to create something that mirrors his ideal¬ 
ism, his diverse tastes, and his faith in local music. 
WordovMouth is open to angst-ridden punkers, 
eccentric laptop producers, backpack rappers, 
conga virtuosi, Aeolian harpists—anyone with a 
desire to get onstage and do his or her own thing. 

"I don't wanna segregate or deny any type of 
art here," Meza says. "I wantto accept anybody 
who is willing to present their art to the public, and 
I wanna try to match them with others who are 
established and have done something the younger 
artists are aspiring to do." 

In addition to a steady stream of local acts such 
as Tyrannis, Gantez and Lazy Preacher, Meza 
snagged a notable coup, booking Supreme from 
the Wu-Tang Clan in February forthe bar's ninth 
anniversary. Not bad considering the event is 
barely 6 months old. 

"It's definitely a sign for me to keep going," 

Meza says. "This community needs something 
like this." 

Whether or not WordovMouth becomes a mag¬ 
net for larger acts in the future, Meza says it will 
continue to be a home forthe best artistic talent 
thatwalksinthedoor. And as the buzz spreads, 
the promoter feels his ideas about improving the 
live-music scene have amounted to more than 
just talk. 

"Art is an underestimated weapon, and it can 
be used for good or bad," Meza says. "But most 
people who are artists are timid in sharing that 
voice, and I wanna help encourage that group. 
Because that is a real catalyst for change."
